I am cognizant of the fact that neither the publishing, bookkeeping, nor 
stencil department could reasonably expect to reach the point of such perfec- 
tion as not to be criticized. Yet, there is one justifiable criticism, in many in- 
stances, that has been offered time and time again for years, which the business 
manager and I are determined to minimize at least, and that is about the delay 
in the Evangel reaching the subscriber.

More than 200 souls were saved 
and 175 sanctified, seventy-three re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, and sixty-three 
united with the church; several have 
been taken in since the meeting, mak- 
ing a total of seventy-five new mem- 
bers in the church. In January there 
were only thirty-six members. Three 
were transferred and three were 
dropped from the list; now the record 
stands at 105.

He did some old-fashioned holiness 
preaching and it brought results, This 
is the second revival he has conducted 
in this part of the State.

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Pacific Garden Mission Is in the Miracle Business (mi

“The House of Miracles” may well 
be another name for the Pacific Gar- 
den Mission, the world’s best known 
rescue mission and the only “round- 
the-clock church” on Chicago’s Skid 
Row, which last month celebrated its 
seventy-first anniversary. 


MIRACLES HAPPEN 

For almost 26,000 days and nights, 
the mission has been in the miracle- 
producing business. Drunks, derelicts, 
prostitutes, dope addicts and murder- 
ers have consistently been reclassified 
into pastors, missionaries and Chris- 
tian laymen. That takes miracles. 

“P, G’s” converts may be found 
wherever there is a trace of Chris- 
tianity. Hundreds of bankers, lawyers, 
servicemen and women point to the 
little mission on lower State Street as 
the place where they first met Jesus 
Christ as the Saviour of their souls. 

TROTTER AND SUNDAY COME 

Among these have been several 
who went out of the mission’s doors 
to become pillars in the Christian 
church. Billy Sunday walked into the 
mission as a scoffing young baseball 
player, and left to become one of the 
greatest evangelists in history, lead- 
ing more than a million converts to 
Christ. Mel Trotter detoured off sui- 
cide road into Pacific Garden Mission 
where he accepted Christ, then went 
out as a blazing firebrand for God, 
planting rescue centers in more than 
seventy cities of the United States. 
Harry Monroe, a professional counter- 
feiter and hardened sinner entered 
the mission out of sheer curiosity, 
and that night he became one of the 
mission’s greatest trophies—later one 
of its superintendents. 


STORY OF MEL TROTTER 

Typical of the miracles which have 
almost become a byword with the 
mission is the story behind the salva- 
tion of Mel Trotter, dean of rescue 
mission founders. A hopeless alcohol- 
ic, Trotter had tried to quit the habit 
for six years. He became so ashamed 
of it that he stayed away from his 
wife and child for days and weeks at 
a time. Several doctors tried to help 
him, but to no avail. In fact, when they 
gave him hypodermic syringes and 
medicine, within fifteen minutes he 
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had gone out and sold the entire out- 
fit for three drinks of whiskey. 

One night, after a ten-day binge, 
Trotter came home and found his 
wife clutching the body of their only 
child. It was dead. Shaken to the very 
bone, Trotter again placed his arms 
around his wife and vowed with his 
life that he would never drink again. 
Two hours after the funeral of his 
child, he staggered home so drunk he 
could scarcely see. 


SUICIDE AVERTED 

That was the end. Ragged and de- 
spairingly drunk, Trotter headed for 
Lake Michigan to commit suicide. But 
somehow, he stumbled into Pacific 
Garden Mission. The usher helped 
him inside the door and propped him 
on a chair against a wall. 

The leader in the mission meeting 
that evening was Harry Monroe. See- 
ing Trotter come in, he immediately 
stopped preaching and prayed, “O 
God, save that poor, poor boy.” 


PRAYER DID ITS WORK 

Monroe went on to give his own 
testimony as to how he had traveled 
the same road as that derelict seated 
against the wall. A half-hour later, 
when the invitation was given, Trot- 
ter got to his feet and found his way 
to the altar. There he found the solu- 
tion to his problem—God Himself met 
his need. Needless to say, Trotter was 
a changed man from that day for- 
ward. Up and down the country he 
went, blazing a trail for his God, tell- 
ing everywhere the miracle which had 
happened, and using as his life verse, 
Jeremiah 32:27, “Behold, I am the 
Lord, the God of all flesh; is there 
anything too hard for me?” 


40,000 ARE CONVERTED 

But Mel Trotter, Billy Sunday, and 
Harry Monroe were not the only out- 
standing miracles of grace in the an- 
nals of Pacific Garden Mission his- 
tory. There have been nearly 40,000 
other converts who have found a new 
life at “P.G.” Throughout nearly 
three quarters of a century it has 
kept its appeal the same, and, say its 
leaders, it will stay the same until this 
day of grace is ended. Every night in 
its 71 years, with no exceptions, men 
and women have been given the mes- 
sage of Jesus Christ and this formula 
has obviously worked.

IS YOUR OIL SUFFICIENT? 


PHOENIX, Ariz.—Praise God for vic- 
tory in Jesus’ dear name! Christian 
friends, I had an experience the other 
night which put me to thinking of 
what it was going to mean for Jesus 
to come and find us without oil in our 
vessels.

This 
means an all-out surrender to God.

The smell of the onions and leeks, the 
lust of the fleshpots, the adultery and 
fornication of the Egyptians, would 
soon bring them again into bondage 
to the law of sin and death. “Don’t 
go too far.” But what was Moses’ an- 
swer? “We will ALL leave Egypt, men 
and women, sons and daughters, big 
and little, old and young, man and 
beast: we’re leaving Egypt lock, stock, 
and barrel; THERE SHALL NOT AN 
HOOF BE LEFT BEHIND. Moreover, 
we shall not stop just across the bor- 
der line, 

... “We’re going three days’ jour- 
ney into the wilderness.” Pharaoh 
knew that if he could stop Israel in 
sight of Egypt, he would soon get them 
back. Moses knew this too. I know it 
too, and every one who has any 
knowledge of spiritual things at all 
can understand that unless a person 
goes beyond justification (which puts 
one out of Egypt but not out of sight 
of Egypt), it will not be long before 
the sinward tendencies of the world 
principle will have them back in bond- 
age to sin. The reason so many people 
backslide is because they stop with 
one day’s journey; they stop just 
across the border line, and the in- 
cessant drawing power of the world 
soon overcomes them and they go back 
to their old habits. 

I like this number “three.” It is God’s 





redemption number, and that is why 
you see it used so often in connection 
with the Christian experience. God 
has distinguished certain numbers for 


significant reasons. The number of 
the beast is said to be the number of 
a man, and this simply means that it 
is a number different from any of 
these which God has set apart for 
himself. In the Bible, you can easily 
see that the number seven is God‘s 
prophetic number. That is why you see 
it so often in the Books of Prophecy, 
Daniel, and Revelation. The number 
also signifies completeness but even 
with this it carries a prophetic hint, 
for what God has said He will carry 
out, will make a complete fulfilment. 
You will notice the numbers twelve, 
twenty-four, forty; and seventy are 
used in connection with government. 
Hence we conclude they are God’s 
governmental numbers, civil, natural, 
and ecclesiastical. It is just as notice- 
able that the number three is used in 
connection with the Christian experi- 
ence. Hence it is God’s redemption 
number. God could have told Moses to 
go two days, or four days, or ten days, 
but He was careful to tell him to go 
THREE. 

Some churches have let Pharaoh— 
Lucifer—stop them with a mere “sac- 
rifice in Egypt,” while others have a 
“leave your little ones” experience; 
others have “left their cows,” and 
others have managed to get every- 
thing out of Egypt, but “just across 
the border line.” They have a “don’t 
go too far religion.” They settle down 
with one day’s journey, with justifi- 
cation, but they don’t stay there long; 
they soon go back to the fleshpots of 
Egypt. How sad the fact! Others are 
pleased to stop with two days, and if 
you were to tell them that God wants

vine order. The Bible makes as plain 
as breakfast, dinner, and supper the 
difference in regeneration, sanctifica- 
tion, and the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
Regeneration is not sanctification any 
more than breakfast is dinner, nor 
is sanctification the Holy Ghost any 
more than dinner is supper. So what 
happens when a man has breakfast, 
dinner and supper all served on one 
dish at one time? Obviously, he eats 
just one third and leaves the rest. 


When were the disciples sanctified? 
The Bible doesn’t tell us where nor 
when, any more than it tells us when 
and where they were converted, for 
when and where is a nonessential. But 
the Bible does make as it clear as the 
sun that they didn’t get sanctified in 
conversion. Jesus states this in literal 
words: “I pray NOT for the world, 
but for them which thou hast given 
me,” John 17:9. He adds, “Sanctify 
them.” Isn’t this enough? What more 
do you want to prove, that they were 
saved before they were sanctified? If 
you don’t believe this plain statement 
from God’s Word, neither would you 
believe if one rose from the dead. 


“Then, maybe they were sanctified 
in the upper room?” No, they already 
possessed the fruits of sanctification 
before the Holy Ghost came, They 
were in one accord, had joy and waited 
for the Holy Ghost with praising and 
blessing God. Everyone who believes 
in sanctification believes it is a death, 
a crucifixion, as pictured in Romans 
6th chapter. A question is then asked: 
“Were the one hundred twenty under- 
going a crucifixion in the upper 
room?” Can you imagine a people 
groaning under the death pangs of 
the cross and at the same time prais- 
ing and blessing God with great joy? 
Inconsistent! The upper room is not 
the scene of agonizing death. The one 
hundred twenty were already dead to 
the world and rejoicing in the joy 
of the resurrection life long before 
the mighty gift of the Holy Ghost 
came. This is so plain that none 
should question when and where they 
were sanctified, but should simply sub- 
mit to the conclusion that the one 
hundred and twenty were sanctified 
definitely somewhere between their 
conversion and their baptism of the 
Holy Ghost.

HAS WOMEN’S DIVISION 

Another phase of the work is the 
mission’s women’s division. Begun 
primarily to meet the needs of the 
service-women who were beginning to 
frequent the Center, the new depart- 
ment soon became an integral part of 
the mission’s ministry. Located near 
four of Chicago’s leading railroad 
stations, it provides a welcome oasis 
for young women and mothers who 
travelled about while their husbands 
were in service. 

Through a contact with the Elev- 
enth Street Detective Bureau, delin- 
quent girls have been sent to the mis- 
sion for shelter and vocational guid- 
ance. 

FALLEN WOMEN ARE SAVED 

Not an unusual occurrence is the 
appearance of known prostitutes, 
dope addicts and “26 girls” at the 
women’s center where many of them 
find Christ as Saviour and go out to 
lead lives as outstanding Christians. 

The road back to decency is not al- 
Ways an easy one for the mission’s 
converts, however. Such was the case 
of a young woman who had been a 
drug addict for a number of years. 
After believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, she considered it her duty to 
go back to some of her old haunts to 
win her friends to Christ. They were 
not ready to accept it, however, for 
the girl was later found shot to death. 
This was the price she had paid for 
accepting Christ. 

TESTIMONY NIGHT IS EVENT 

Many of the men who now form 
part of the staff of the mission are 
living miracles themselves. Saturday 
night is “testimony night” at the mis- 
sion, and visitors will hear dozens of 
men unfold stories of their miracle 
conversions. 

One man tells of being an alcoholic 
for 35 years. “Drank everything,” he 
says, “from shoe polish to denatured 
alcohol and hair tonic. Walked South 
State Street for six years, was thrown 
out of every tavern and flophouse in 
the block, and was arrested for drunk- 
enness ten times in one year.” Now 
he is a living symbol of the power of 
God to perform such miracles. 

WAS SECOND IN NATION 

But the greatest story of Pacific 
Garden Mission can hardly be told on 
paper. It is told only in the lives of 
those thousands to whom the Mission 
has ministered in its 71 years, to say 
nothing of the millions to whom con- 
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verts have spoken. 

Pacific Garden Mission was opened 
by Col. and Mrs. George R. Clarke. 
Since it was only the second one in 
the country, it was known simply as 
“Col. Clarke’s Mission.” Later, when 
the mission moved to new quarters 
which had formerly been the Pacific 
Beer Garden, it was decided that a 
new name was necessary. 

NAMED BY MOODY 

Colonel Clarke approached D. L. 
Moody, founder of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, who had just returned from an 
evangelistic tour of Great Britian, and 
asked him about a name. “Why not 
just drop the word ‘beer’ and make 
it Pacific Garden Mission?” he said. 

And so, night and day thousands of 
homeless men—bums, hoboes in rags, 
pan-handlers, shuffling, crippled men 
—parade past the Mission’s door. 
Where they go, or whence they come 
is nobody’s business, and nobody cares 
much. Yet each night the Mission is 
host to hundreds of men, for on some 
evenings as many as 200 crowd into 
the meeting hall to hear the singing 
and the preaching. Saulnier estimates 
that in a single month the Mission 
has found jobs for 30 men, housed 
thousands of others and fed still 
more. “But we don’t keep records on 
such things,” he adds. 

SAVING SOULS IS AIM 

“Our first work,” he claims, “is that 
of saving souls in the name of Christ. 
Giving men food and a place to sleep 
is incidental. Bringing men to God is 
our primary business. All else is sec- 
ondary.” 

With such an objective, Pacific Gar- 
den Mission expects to carry on as 
one of the truly great rescue stations, 
snatching prospective saints from the 
brink of hell to watch Jesus, that great 
Shepherd of the sheep, perform mir- 
acles in their lives.
